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U.S.  seed  exports  hit  a record  $55  million  in  the  1 969-70  crop  year  ended 
June  30,  surpassing  the  1 968-69  record  of  $1+0.8  million.  The  1969-70 
figure  includes  grain  sorghum  seed  valued  at  $3*5  million.  Data  on  grain 
sorghum  seed  are  not  available  for  earlier  years. 

Grass  and  legume  seed  exports,  accounting  for  3^  percent  of  the  total, 
amounted  to  71*5  million  pounds,  22  percent  larger  them  the  58.6  million 
pounds  exported  the  previous  year.  Canada  was  the  leading  market  for  these 
seeds,  followed  by  Japan.  Together  these  two  markets  received  nearly  half 
of  all  exports.  Exports  to  EC  countries  declined  still  further  from  a high 
of  27.2  million  pounds  in  1965-66  to  14.8  million  in  the  crop  year  just  ended. 

Vegetable  seed  exports,  including  bean  and  pea  seeds,  attained  a new  high 
of  57-3  million  pcronds  valued  at  $19.3  million,  compared  with  50.6  million 
pounds  at  $15.6  million  in  1968-69.  Canada  was  the  major  market  follwed 
by  the  United  Kingdom  and  Mexico.  EC  countries  received  18.1  million  pounds 
of  these  seeds,  compared  with  1 6.k  million  the  previous  year.

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Seed  corn  exports  of  46. 9 million  pounds  we re  64  percent  greater  than  the 
28.5  million  exported  in  1968-69.  Heavy  shipments  to  EC  countries  accounted 
for  most  of  the  increase.  West  Germany  received  14.7  million  of  the  21.5 
million  pounds  exported  to  EC  countries.  Canada  and  Mexico  vere  other 
important  markets. 

Grain  sorghum  seed  exports  totaled  61.5  million  pounds  for  the  1969-70  crop 
year.  Previously  seed  was  included  in  exports  of  "Grain  sorghum,  unmilled." 
Japan  was  the  leading  market  for  grain  sorghum  seed,  followed  by  Mexico  and 
Canada  with  27.0,  16.2,  and  5-7  million  pounds,  respectively. 

Flower,  rice,  and  "other"  seeds  accounted  for  16  percent  of  total  exports. 
"Other"  seeds  was  the  only  category  reflecting  a decline  in  the  1969-70 
crop  year.
